Ntozake Shange is an African-American playw right and poet whose major contribution to the American stage is choreopoem, which uses narrative pieces 
presented with music and dance. Her best known work, For Colored Girls Who Have Considered Suicide/When the Rainbow is Enuf (1976). is seminal example 
of this art form. She was born Paulette Williams in Trenton. New Jersey (1948-), and changed her name in recognition of her African heritage. Her Zulu name 
means "she who comes with her own things" and "she who walks like a lion." A graduate of Barnaard College in 1970, she received a master's degree from the 
University of Southern California (1973), and has taught at several colleges and universities. Shange's other produced plays include A Photograph (1977), 
Boogie Woogie Landscapes (1979), and Spell £7 (1979). She also wrote the play Betsey Brown (1989), based on her autobiographical novel of the same title 


about a teenage girl growing up during the 1950s.
